Knocked 60 Feet 


Copeland’s wife, Louise, received 
only minor injuries, despite ex- 
tensive damage to the bus. 

The bus, driven by Ted Cutter 
of Burbank, hit the car in the 
center of the left side and knocked 
it 60 feet. 


Following the crash, the bus 
went out of control, crossed a 
deep ditch separating the north 
and south lanes of traffic, and 
skidded off the highway. 


Twelve passengers aboard the 
bus were injured. Most seriously 
injured was 73-year-old Mrs. 
Louise Marsh of Manhattan, Kan- 
sas, who suffered serious sprain 
of her right leg.

WASHINGTON (UP) The 
12-nation Atlantic Pact binding 
North America and Western Eur- 
Ope in a common defense alliance 
went into force today. 

The historic moment came at 
11:42 a.m. (EST) when President 
Truman signed a proclamation de- 
claring the treaty to be in effect. 

Top-ranking officials of this 
country and most of the 11 other | 
pact nations witnessed the sign- 
ing at a white house ceremony. 

Although the alliance wag 
frankly formed under the threat 
of Russian aggression, Mr. Tru- 
man said in a statement “No na- 
tion need fear the results” of the 
Cooperation of the Western pow- 
ers.

Turn 


Guard Trucks Into Shambles 


Two Upland youngsters turned | 
the National Guard Center truck | 
compound into a play racetrack 
over the weekend, leaving a trail | 
of rundown batteries and junior- | 
size sabotage. 

One eight-year-old and one 
nine-year-old boy put the entire 
National Guard truck fleet of 18 
vehicles at the Campus avenue 
and A street Armory out of ac- 
tion temporarily.

For example: When farmers 
have money, they can buy what 
factory workers turn out. This 
keeps factory workers employed 
and when they have money they 
can, buy what farmers raise. 

The present plans are all out- 
growths of a plan that was put 
into operation back in depression 
days when farmers were having 
a hard time. 

Money was scarce then and 
when farmers over-produced and 
their products flooded the mar- 
ket, the price they could get for 
their crops. went down. So did 
farmers’ income, 


Yet, farmers needed buying 
power to buy what factories made. 
If they had money, factories could 
ire. men to make what the farm- 
ers needed. This would spread 
smployment.

If the farmer couldn't get in 
the open inarket what the govern- 
ment decided was a fair price, 
the government would take over 
\the farmer’s crop, either by buy- 
ing it up from him or giving him 
ja loan, which in many cases was 
really buying the crop anyway.

The gcvernment did it this way: 

By guaranteeing a farmer that, 
jno matter what happened, he'd 
|get for his crop between 52 and 
75 per cent parity. That needs 
| explaining, 
In, 1933 the government wanted 
j the farmers’ purchasing power to 
be fairly close to what it was in 
some prosperous period. It picked 
the period 1909-14 as a compar- 
able, or base, period. 

Say the government in 1983 de- 
| cided a farmer had to sell his corn 
at $1 a bushel in the open mar- 
ket to have parity with what he 
could have bought with perhaps 
only, 50 cents in 1909-14. 

The government didn’t guaran- 
tee the farmer he'd get full parity 
with 1909-14, but it guaranteed 
him 52 to 75 per cent of parity.

So, if the market price of corn 
was only 70 cents a bushel, in- 
stead of that $1 the government 
said was parity, it stepped in and 
bought the farmer’s corn at 75 
cents a bushel, or 75 per cent of 
ynarity, which was $1. 

In other words, the government 
wouldn’t let the price of corn go 
DXelow 75 cents a bushel. 

This government buying-up of 
crops made them scarcer on the 
wen market and tended to raise 
heir price. This cost you, the con- 
umer, more but it helped the 
‘armer, In the long run, it also 
ves. intended. to, help you, too.

At one time it was hoped that 
a “document sensing machine” 
could be used to punch the cards 
automatically.

These metallic marks would later 
be “sensed” by the machine 
which would punch the cards to 
correspond. 

First flaw was detected in trial 
censuses. The special pencils 
turned out to be a nuisance. In 
the first place, the ink leaked on 
the enumerator’s shirt pockets 
and got on the dresses of the 
ladies interviewed. But more 
important, when the enumerator 
had asked his questions and was 
all ready to take down the an- 
swers, the pencil would go on 
strike and refuse to write. But 
that was not all. To go through 
the machine properly, the ques- 
tionnaires must all line up per- 
fectly, and paper of the size used 
in the questionnaires shrinks and 
stretches with changes of weath- 
er in Washington so that it can- 
not be kept perfectly aligned. 

Thus, the main reliance will 
still be on the army of key punch 
operators to make the cards that

To the Census, all people who 
haye children are married. There 
is ho tabulation of unmarried 
people with children. 

In 1950, for the first time, 
Uncle Sam will have the com- 
pany of all his Latin American 
neighbors in making the census. 
Agreement has been reached on 
what information to record for 
each person and how to tabulate 
it, so that for the first time, com- 
parable figures will be available 
for all the Americas. Argentina 
is the only country not making a 
census in 1950, and that is be- 
cause she just made one in 1947 
and is still busy with the tabula- 
tion work. 

Latin American countries are 
sending their statistical experts 
to this country for training in our 
National Office of Vital Statistics, 
Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics and Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics, all bureaus concerned 
with the census. In addition all 
these trainees will receive a 
four-month course of training in 
the Census Bureau. By next’ 
Jan. 1, 200 persons will have re- 
ceived this training. In addition, 
consultants are going from the 
United States to visit Latin 
American countries and advise 
them.

The Census instructs the enu- 
merators to ask questions about 
housing, for example, in every 
fifth house or of every fifth per- 
son seen, covering his entire dis- 
trict in this way.

Thus, it is 
believed a fair cross-section of 
the nation is reached.

Seek New Hike 
In Phone Rates 


Here is how local telephone 
subscribers will be affected by the 
increased rates asked by the As- 
sociated Telephone company. 

If successful the company will 
raise four-party line subscriber 
rates from $2 to $2.25 per month 
and drop the rate now charged 
suburban phone users from $2.25 
per month to $1.75.

He was a spe- 
cial courier carrying secret mes- 
sages — written in his tiny script

“gainst Germany, but I never had 
any difficulties,” Schmitz says. 
He refused to tell any more 
about his intelligence work. But 
he remarked Significantly that 
“my good command of the Rus- 
Sian language was very helpful.”

Since the war, Schmitz has 
found no market for his talents in 
miniature writing.

“Bright daylight and a hard 
pencil—that’s all I need,” he said.

Under a magnifying glass they

Last summer Schmitz printed 
what he says is the world’s small- 
est book, It is .18 inches long and 
-14 inches wide. Its 77 pages con- 
tain 666,666 words, he says. You 
could put 330 of such books in a 
match box. In a brief case filled 
with them, you could carry a com- 
plete research library.
